Tneaday the remaina of two Cath- 
olic martyrs, who sacrificed their lives 
for Christianity and met death uader tbe 
Roman Emperor Nero in the year 265 A. 
D., were received here from Rome, tbe 
bozea oootaining tbem being first opened 
at the oOec of the Surveyor of the Port 
by Monaignor ZaUer, of St. Martin's 
cbarCb, to whom they were consigned, 
in the presence of Surveyor Harnett, 
Deputies Cureton and Guffy anil other 
officials and newspaper roporter^. 

These holy relics had l)cen sent to 
Monsignor /.abler, rector of St. Martin's 
church, Shelby and Gray streets, who 
secured them through the aid of friends 
in Rome, who had them sent here to be 
depoailed beneath the altars in St. Mar- 
tin's. The remains arc thoae of St. 
Magnua, a Roman oentnrlon, who em- 
braced Outedaoity while a member of 
the Rmperor'a army, and St. Bonosa, a 
Roman Virgin. The hones had been for 
more than I , tOd years in the catacombs 
of Rome, whence they were taken and 
deposited in the vaults of the Convent of 
Agnani, near Rome, about 200 years ago. 
htM than a year ago the Italian Govern- 
ment iaanad kn edict suppressing this 
oonvtnt, and . aa the nuna bad to move 
from tbe coohtry they were obliged to 
make some diaposition of the re!ics that 
lay in the vaults of their chnrch. It was 
then that Father /.■ibler ])ut liimscdf in 
communication with his friends at Rome 
and managed to .secure the relics. 

The members of St. Martin's chnrch 
regard theaiaelves as particutarly fortun- 
ate in being able to get the relics. There 
«re cqmpergMyely few Catholic ,churcbes 
in the country that have tbe bonw cS one 
or more aalata d^ioaltcd beneath their 
ahars, tboogh mwu s J i nt to ecdeaiastical 
hkw an cbaretaea shoaM when poatiUe 
contain aome sacred relica. The bonea 
were packed with exceptional care, and 
Father Zal)ler inspected their several 
coverings very closely, .\hout the time 
the bones were shipped he sent a messen 
ger to Surveyor of the Port Barnett 
aaking that he might he alio wad lo l>e 
preaeat when tbe box waa opened and 
the aeal bnfcen. Mr. Barnett complied 
witt bis reqoeit, mad ycatatday allowed 
Father Zabler to break tbe Papal aeal 
himself. The bonea came in two small 
receptacles, each a little tnore than two 
feet long and about ten inches square. 
C»u each receptacle was the name of the 
saint whose lx)nes it contained. Both 
were contained in a close-fitting wooden 
box, which was itself surrounded by a 
box of zinc. This fitted into a large 
wooden box. The red Papal seal was 
upon tbe lida of each box and up6n the 
knots of tbe oords binding tbe boxes 
together. Theae were alao parefnlly pre- 
served by Father Zabler. In each recept 
acle with the bones was a china bottle, 
which once contained the bloo<l of the 
^ .iirtyred saints. The blood had long 
v^ke dried, but it is evident that the 
I^^Wies were once filled with it. 

Special services will be held at St. 
Martin's church when the remaina of tbe 
two aainta are depoaited beneath the 
altara. Tbe booea of St. Magnus will be 
placed beneath tbe altar of St Joaeph, 
and the bonea of St. Bonoaa will he 
placed beneath the altar of the Blessed 
Virgin. With the bones were certificates 
in Latin as to their genuineneos. The 
time for these services will be set by 
Bishop McCloskey, and they will be very 
elaborate and impressive.

Poor Irlah Boy'a StrusKle 
to Succaaa and 
Poaitlon. 



Patrick Andrew CoUina. Mayor-elect 
uf Boaton, was bom in Permoyi County 
Cork, Ireland, March 12, 1844, and when 
four yaata old waa hnmght to this coun 
try by his widowed mother. The family 
settled in Chelsea, Mass., and when only 
twelve years of age the Ixiy began to earn 
money in a Chelsea shop and later as 
office boy for a Boston lawyer. When 
thirteen he waa taken to Ohio, where he 
engaged in physical and mechanical labor 
of the hardest kind. Returning to Bos- 
ton, he worked for eight yeara at the 
trade of upholsterer, until, following his 
ambition to become a lawyer, he entered 
the office of James N. Keith and finally 
took a two years' course in the Harvard 
law achool, from which he was graduated 
with high honors in 1871, when he was 
duly admitted to tbe Suffolk bar. His 
oratorical gifts early won him reputation, 
and while yet a student at law he was 
elected to the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, where be served tbrougb 
IMS and 18«9, and in 1870 and 1871 be 



was a member of tbe Senate. In 1873 
and 1874 he waa Chairman of the Boaton 
Democratic Citv Committee; In 1875 be 
was tnade Judge Advocate Gcojeral on 
the atafl of Gov. William Oaaton,' and he 
was a delegate-at-latge to tbe aationai 
Democratic conventiona of 1876, 1880, 
1884, 1888 (of which he was permanent 
Chairman) and in 1892, in which last he 
made a great speech seconding the nomi- 
nation of Grover Cleveland for the Presi- j 
dency. He was first sent to Congress in | 
1882 anil was twice re-elected. From , 
1884 to IHit 1 he was Chairman of the Mas- 1 
sachusetts Democratic State Committee. 
In 1893 he waa appointed by Preaident 
Cleveland to be United States Conaul 
General at London, in which position he 
served until 1897.

Augustus R. Duble, one of Jefferson- 
ville's most prominent and highly re 
.s[>ected citizens, passed away Wednesday 
moraing at the family residence. 41U I\ast 
Maple atreet, after an illnfts that had 
laated for nearly (our years. He was a 
brother-in-law of Meaara. i;dwar<l I'it/ 
patrick, of the Timea; Joseph Fitzpatrick, 
of the Courier-Journal, and John Fitz- 
patrick, of JeSeraonville, who were with 
him almoat oonataatly during tbe past 
four weeks. 

Auguatna Duble waa forty-two years 
old. He went to Jeffersonville from his 
native city, Cincinnati, twenty -one years 
ago, and was employed by Perin & Gaff 
Manufacturing Company at the old 
Prison South as confidential clerk and 
bookkeeper. Afterward he traveled fur 
this firm in the Soatb and Mexico, re- 
maining with tbe company until Novem- 
ber 18. 1886. Then be became book- 
keeper under Gen. Rtifna Saxton at the 
Government Depot, in Jefferaonville. 
He waa frequently promoted by the suc- 
cessive Quartermasters — Cols. Robinson, 
Hodges and Barnett. He was an expert 
accountant and stood high with the War 
Department. Aside from his efficiency, 
he was exceedingly popular. Giu Duble 
always had a kind word and oem criti- 
cised anybody. 

He came from a prominent Obio fam- 
ily. Hia mother waa a relative of Gov, 
Denalaon, "Obio'a war Governor." His 
father waa Capt..John A. Duble, who, in 
the ante-rebellion days was one of the 
leading steamboat captains on the i.)hio 
and Mississippi rivers. He diefl about 
three months ago at tbe age of eighty- 
three years. A brother, William I). 
Duble, is manager of the Ciadniiati 
clearing house, and was here daring the 
last illness of the deceaaed. Another 
brother, Cbarlea Duble. Uvea in New Or- 
leana. Nineteen yeara ago Mr. Duble 
was married in Jefferaon\nlle to Miss 
Mary Elizabeth FiUpatrick. Their mar- 
ried life was peculiarly happy. The fol- 
lowing children are left: Charles K., 
aged seventeen years; Raymond, thirteen; 
May, six; Helen, four. Clara, a daughter 
aged five yeara, died thiee years ago. 
iit. Duble's illness originated from au 
accident anatained at the armory, where 
he waa engaged in decorating for an en- 
tertainment for St. Anguatine'a chnrch. 

The funeral took place Friday morning 
from St Anguatine'a chtudi, Rev. Father 
O'Connell being the celebrant of the 
solemn high mads of requiem, assisted by 
Rev. John B Kelly, of New Albany, mud 
other priests.

Brave Soldier, Frouiineiit Law- 
yer and Statesman Died 
Xaii.^*«!k. 



Promoted to Ma.ior General For 
Gallant Service in Battles 
of the Civil War. 



Bmlnent as an Attttlmejr and a

U. S. Senate. 



BOM II TH8 COUITY lAIO, IRELAMD 



Hon. William Joyce Sewell, United 
States Senator from New Jersey, who 

dicil December "27, was a native of County 
Mayo, Ireland, a fact which the press 
seems to ignore, and Uke mOit Itlidiroen, 
came to thia country at an early age. By 
energy and peraeverance he attained aoc- 
ceae and fame. He became prominaat aa 
an attorney in the Beat, facing a recog- 
nized authority on corporation law; served 
with bravery in some of the most noted 
battles of the civil war, t>cing promoted 
from Colonel to Major (General because 
of liis gallanlry; was electe<l and re- 
elected to Congress and tbe United States 
Senate, being a leader on political and 
State queations. He waa one of the few 
uieu in civil life lo whom President Mc- 
ICinley, though an adversary politically, 
offered a Major General's commiaaion in 
the Spaniah-American war. Of him our 
New York namesake says: 

"l?nited States Senator William Joyce 
Sewell. a good Irishman, a brave soldier, 
,1 wise statesman, a splenilid business 
executive, a iiKxIii citizen generally, 
ilied at his lirnne in Camden, N. J,, after 
.1 U>n^ illni'ss. (ien. Sewell was born in 
the touii of Hallina, County Mayo, Ire- 
land, in 183d. His mother, a woman of 
no mean mental ability, kept a little 
store in the town. She was a Metbodiat, 
tbe only one in the place. With, hia 
hrother, the late Robert Sewell, one of 
the leailing lawyers of his time in this 
city, he came here at an early age. Ilolh 
attained thai success and prominence 
that this free land holds out for men of 
push, ability and genius. 
"Gen. Sewell entered the I'niou army 

I ut tbo as thmnk t hs emlwh iu i h a , 

' Fifth New Jersey Volunteers, and par- 
ticipated in all the eugagementa in which 
his regiment took part down to the bat- 
tle of Sputtsylvauia in May, 1864. In 
the battle of Chancellorsville he assumed 
charge of a brigade, and at a critical 
point ill the engagement le<l it forward 
in a rcsi-.t le ■ ■- rharge and achieved one 
of the most brilliant successes of the 
war. He captured eight colors from tbe 
Confederatea and retook the regimental 
standard of a New York r^ment. Hia 
aervicea were acarcdy leaa brilliant at 
Gettysburg and other important points. 
He waa wounded twice, at GettyalMiig 
and Chuncellorsrille. He waa made 
Brevet Major Geueral of Volunteers on 
April !l, I8t>a, 'for gallant and meritorious 
conduct at the battle of Chaucellars- 
ville,' and Major General at the close of 
the war for meritoriotis services. 

"After the war he entered the aervice 
of tbe Penmiylvania railroad and became 
one of the chiefa of the Baatem diviaiou 
of that great corporation, being at tbe 
time of his deatb Preaident of the United 
Railways of New Jersey. He was serving 
his second term in the United Statev; 
Senate, where he was always regarded as 
a wise and prudent statesman. He never 
forgot tbe land of his birth, and ever 
proudly acknowledged his fealty to it as 
a son of tbe 'Joyce country. ' In his death 
we have lost a fine repreaentatlve of our 
race and the republic one of ita most 
estimable dtizena. Mny he rest in 
peace."

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WHO ARB KICKING. 



The howl agaiDst the increased 
Ux rate is load, but by no means 
geoena. The iMreue if mlly only 
five cents over last year, the three 
cents for street sprinkling and one 
cent tor library being for new pur- 
poM8, and the increase ^ likely to 
be expended for more and better 
police and fire protection. The cry 
of extravagance is at least prema- 
ture, and certainly unfounded till 
we see how the money is applied. 
But who are the kickers? They 
may be divided about as fbUows: 

The property owners in the busi- 
ness and residence centers of the 
cily, who get all the benefits of city 
Uzes, whether'the tax rat* is high 
or low, and for several years have 
got what the suburban property 
owners paid for and did not get. 

The owners of vacant property 
who will neither sell, rent nor use 
it, simply holding it for a raise. A 
higher tax rate increases their cost. 

The duonic objectors to all taxes, 
who are certain and always ready 
to oppose every improvement; they 
always kick; many of them never 
did and never will pay taxes, high 
or low, without denouuciug the 
city, State and governments gen- 
erally as organized robbery, and all 
pttUic offidats as thieves. They 
are amusing, sometimes agRravat- 
ing, but not dangerouf. 
' The politicians and their friends 
and partisans who are not "in" the 
present administration, of course 
kick They must kick even if there 
kick about. That is 
trade when "out" in politics. 
If they have to invent something, 
they must kick against the "ins." 

But the people who are to pay 
the taxes (we mean those who pay 
sure enough ) do not seem to be 
kicking much. After four years of 
low taxes and econonic administra- 
tion they seem to have hkd enough 
of it from the way they voted at 
the last election. The raise in 
taxes will be satisfactory if they get 
what they pay for and are entitled 
to in return. If they don't, then 
will be their time to kick, and their 
kick wiU count. 

Bvery reasonable man, tax pay- 
ers included, knows that it requires 
money to run the city, and that it 
requires more money to run things 
right than the way they have been 
carried on for several years. Every 
intelligent person, including many 
of the kidcers, knows the only 
source of money for the city is 
taxes, and more money can only be 
had by increasing taxes. The 
"cheapest" is no mora satisfactory 
in public than in private business. 
On the contrary, the best, though 
the nominal cost my be more, is 
always the cheapest and by far the 
most satisfactory. Louisville has 
tried both, and the "cheap" fellows 
lose in comparison of results. 

Masrot Grainger and the Coundl 
have started right. They propose 
to improve the efficiency of the 
various departments and give the 
people the benefits of dty govern- 
ment. They made their investiga- 
tions and estimates and levied the 
tax to meet the coat. The people 
expect better than they have been 
getting for leas money. If they 
get it there will be no complaints 
from the people — croakers and 
partisans not counted. If they 
don't get it, then Mayor Grainger 
nd the Council will catch it as 
tkey will deserve.

gas for public uses at nominal price 
and pays a dividend besides. The 
city should sell ndther, as the 
dty's interest gives the people some 
protection. That both corporations 
fail to give the people what they 
pay for is true; the gas light is 
poor, the water filthy. Neverthe- 
less the fault is with the city, 
whose representatives on the boards 
of directors do not remedy these 
evils. These stocks are assets of 
the city and should not be sold. It 
is not good business policy to dis- 
pose of assests, when the evils com- 
plained of are due to negligence. 
Let the city force these corpora- 
tions to do the right thing, as it 
I has the right to do as a stockholder, 
instead of selling ont to schemers 
whose real purpose is speculation. 
The Gas Company can and should 
be made to furnish good light, the 
Water Company can and should be 
made to furnish pure water, and it 
is the duty of the dty authorities 
to see that they do. Thcdtybdng 
a stockholder has more direct in- 
terest and opportunity to do this, 
and there is no excuse for not 
dcHng it. The dty should not sur- 
render its interest and control by 
selling its stock.

INTIMIDATION RESORTED TO. 

There seems to be a deal of play- 
ing to the galleries to keep up a 
noise Ky the Hopkins county coal 
operators in their war against or- 
ganized labor. They have dragged 
iu the State and Federal courts, 
deputy sheriffs and troops, caused 
a reign of terror with rioting and 
bloodshed, but do not seem to have 
yet succeeded in banishing organ- 
ised labor. Now they are seeking 
to frighten away from the State all 
union miners by warrants and in- 
dictments for alleged o£fenses dur- 
ing the troubles about thdr mines. 
Every union, miner and especially 
all union offidals seem to be under 
the ban. 

Preddent Wood, of the Mine 
Workers, was indicted several 
weeks ago for accessory to mtuder 
of a nonunion negro. Mr. Wood 
haa been in the western part of the 
State ever since, but not arrested. 
Last Sunday he was in Henderson 
and offered to anrrender to the 
Sheriff. After oonsolting with the 
Circuit Judge the Sheriff agreed. 
Wood stated he would like to go 
Bvansville, Ind.. to consult his at- 
torney and would return Tuesday 
morning, and was allowed to go. 
In Kvansville, at a late hour Mon- 
day night. Wood was arrested on 
an order from Dixon, Ky., and 
taken to jail and locked up, no one 
being permitted to see him. Mr. 
Wood refuaed to return to Ken- 
tucky until promised an early hear- 
ing. In Henderson, on Wednes- 
day, he was ordered taken to Dixon 
and released on $4,000 bail. 

The effort of the coal operators 
to brand the officers and members 
of labor unions as criminals will 
not succeed. That crime was com- 
mitted during the trouble in the 
Hopkins district is not denied, but 
labor unions neither advise nor en- 
courage violations of law, as will 
be demonstrated when the cases 
are brought before court, as they 
will be, though audi does not seem 
to be the purpose of the coal oper- 
ators.

Chili and Argentina are having a 
little spat over a boundary and some 
neutral territory. Reports via Lon 
don stated that negotiationa had 
been broken off, the Ministers rc 
called, troops were being mobilized 
and war was likely to result, but 
that Argetattea had aaked King 
Edward to arbitrate the matter, 
which he would do if Chili con- 
sented, and that warlike prepara- 
tions had been suspend ed awaiting 
Chili's reply. Reports via Havana 
stated that Chili and Argentina 
failed to agree as to their respective 
rights in the neutral ter ri tory pend 
ing the settlement of the boundary, 
that their representatives had been 
recalled for further instructions re- 
sulting in the signing of an agree- 
ment, denying all intentions of war, 
and that England or any other 
power had been asked to arbitrate. 
Looks like another attempt of Eng- 
land to push to prominence and 
possible foothold for interference 
in South American affairs, and turns 
out an Englisli fake. 



Uaually South American revolu- 
tions do not attract more than pass 
ing notice, but the establi.shing of 
closer relations and increasing trade 
with the United Sutea, which is 
interfering with the commerce and 
future plans of European nations, 
cause the disturbances in South 
America to be of world-wide inter- 
est and discussion, the United 
States and our probable course in 
future being commented on in ad- 
vance. The object and meaning of 
the Monroe doctrine and American 
rights under it are freely critidaed 
by the foreign preas. Whether 
they settle the issue satiafactorily or 
not does not matter. The United 
States will not daim more than we 
are entitled to, and, as usual, main- 
tain and enforce the Monroe doc- 
trine according to American inter- 
pretation. 



The report that the Boer war 
would be practically over by Jantf- 
ary i atoi^>ed the dedine, but failed 

to bull the London stock market, 
and recent Boer victories, the send 
ing of 15,000 additional men to 
South Africa and the call on the 
colonies for more troops have again 
depressed the stock market, tight- 
ened money, bewildered tradesmen 
and puzzled the jingoes.

Pkankport, Jan. 2— The advance 
guard of the General Assembly of 1902 
have arrived at the State capital, and 
evcfy train from now until Monday, 
January 6, when the Legialaturc con- 
venea. will bear the new lawmakers to 
this city. The hotels are rapidly filling 
up, manv Repreaentativea and Senators 
having engaged quarters apvcral waa fc s 
ago. The four candidates tor United 
States Senator, Gov. McCreary, Judge 
Cantrill, Congressmen Charles Wheeler 
and Dave Smith, have all engaged and 
will open their headquarters this week. 
Many of their active lieutenants are al- 
ready on the ground, and a battle royal 
is now on and will ooatinue until the 
Democratic caocos, wbkh will prob- 
ably meet next week, aelects the tkomi- 
nee. 

In point of pledged votes ei-Gov. Mc- 
Creary has decidedly the best of it so far, 
but he is .still several votes short of the 
number necessary to elect. While Juil>!<- 
Cantrill will probably be third man when 
the result of the 6rst ballot is announced, 
conservative politicians say he has an 
excellent chance to win. Congressman 
Wheeler's friends claim that be will 
show greater strength on the first ballot 
than has been conceded him by the 
newspaj^er reports sent odt during th*- 
pa.st few weeks, while Congressman Dave 
Smith's managers say he is in the race 
to stay and expects to win. The Smith 
people are not giving out wh.il Ihey base 
their champion's ultimate success upon, 
but McCreary 's lieutenants say it is upon 
the withdrawal of both Wheeler and 
Cantrill, which is not at all likely to oc- 
c«ir. 

The caucus when it meets to select 
officers for the General Assembly will 
have before it a number of Frankfort 

candidates, among them being Hiss 
Jennie McDonald for Enrolling Clerk of 
the Senate, Mrs. Taafe for KnroUing 
Clerk, of the House, Mack I'hythian for 
Sergeaut-at-.^rms of the Senate, John V.. 
Miles for doorkeeper of the House, Will- 
iam Cromwell for Chief Clerk of the 
Senate, and nnmarona others for minor 
places. There are also a la^ tialnber 
of aon.iaaident candidates (or the above 
offices, and many spirited contests are 
looked for. Frankfort people are par- 
ticularly interested in the race for En- 
rolling Clerk of the Senate and sincerely 
hope that Miss Jennie McDonald may be 
successful as everything indicates she 
will be. Much interest is also taken in 
Mrs. Taafe's race, and abe will doubtless 
be suoosssfnl as she has made ao excel- 
lent canvass.

^tce remarkable movements in tbe 
Catholic church as existing in the United 
States have marked in high relief the 
first year of that ntw,,oantnry which was 
dediostad aotcan^iiAma ita opening 
hour to Jasna Christ, says the Sacred 
Heart Review. Thoogh the hearu of 
men thrilled high at that mi<l night maes, 
it may he doubted if many among us 
dreamed that before twelve months had 
passed our prayers and lofty aspira''ons 
woulil actually receive a clear response, 
and this not only once but thrice. Tnere- 
fore at this Christmas season, tbe first 
Christmas of the twentieth century, it is 
very proper that we should gain for our- 
selves an exact idea ot tbcae three promi- 
nent mevenients, an ttat we may lay 
them as gifts at the feet of the Infant 
Jesus and ask his Christmas blessing on 
the work. 

The first of these .striking answers to 
our petitions of last New Year's eve came 
at the convention of missionaries to oon- 
Catholics in Winchester, Tenn., in Au- 
gust. A few earoa^ men met there 
togethct^two Btsb>n, some seculsr 
priests, a member of one of tbe strictest 
religions orders, two'tqrnicn and aome of 
the Paulist fathers, at whose home in the 
Nssbville diocese the meeting was held. 
It was composed of men who have at 
heart as their vocation their lifework, 
their enthusiastic and holy ttiibilion, the 
conversion of America to that Catholic 
faith which first planted on this continent 
the cross of Christ, iu whose holy name 
a Catholic discovered it. Their hope is 
to win this country|to the church, and 
this hope has begun to be realised in 
those "missions to non-Catholics" which 
have met with so much success and have 
occurred in about thirty dioceses through- 
out our land, while in several dioceses 
there have l>een priests, and almost al- 
ways diocesan priests, set apart for these 
iiies-sions as practically their special work. 
Meanwhile, to quote the elo<|uent report 
of tbe convention :

It waa reserved, hdiwever, for this yeai 
to witneas the first {regular meeting to- 
gether of these zealdus missionaries in a 
convention which pvomlaes to be here- 
after a frequent event, and which reaulted 
ill so remarkable an ^hibition of united 
brotherly love, and s^ch plans of heroic 
endeavor as to recajll the church's early 
days. It certainly I stirs one's soul to 
read these lines wlfich show how the 
power of the Holy Spirit so tilled thai 
meeting that even the wide boundaries of 
our own vast country ' became too narrow- 
to content these apoi loHe nwn. To quote 
again: 

One would have to be present to 
know how onr haatt i leaped at aentences 
like: 'Before God w s take the church's 

foreign mission hero es for onr inq;>iration 
and our models;' or at the modestly 
spoken story of the Complete self-effac 
ing sacrifices of some apostle of the South. 
Priestliiiess aud th<; priestly passion 
zeal— were phrased in every sentence 
read, and voiced in every utterance de- 
livered. In nothini! was this so wtU il- 
lustrated aa in the fi eqnent and affection- 
ate mention of th ! foreign missions. 
There is the test of the genuine mission- 
ary spirit. Given ai i inatinctive love for 
the heathen apoatok e, and a sponUneous 
verence that is al uost worship for the 
heroes laboring in it, and you have the 
forever unshakable granite be<l-rock of 
tbe missionary cha racter. Wow, in al- 
most every sessio i there was some 
touching reference t > our brothers of the 
cross in heathendoni . The project of a 
seminary for the b( me and foreign mis- 
sions waa ardently talked over i^au in- 
formal way, and c«« ly heart prayed God 
for the hastening >f the day when in 
some American cil y we shall have a 
house like the hot ae of heroes in the 
Kue du Bac, with i dl its glorious tradi- 
tions,— even, if God so bless us, to the 
Hall of Martyrs." 

But to preserve this apostolic an<l 
martyr spirit, and to bring about these 
myriads of dedrsd conversions, one 
thing above all law cdad,~the grace of 
God woridng on tfi t aonl of the mission- 
sry so that he maji be holy aa Christ is 
holy, and may peri onu the work in the 
power of his spirit, for human strength 
will never be suffi :ient. And here wc 
approach the seci jnd great Catholic 
movement of this year, the Eucharistic 
League meeting in !>t. Louis iu Octotter 
On that eventful oci :a8ion, vast eougng i 
tions bowed down t>efore Jesus Christ iu 
his sacrament of sa xamenta, led by two 
Archbishps, eleven Uahops and hundreds 
of adoring priesta. At the seme time 
precisely, a great c Dnveation of Bpisco- 
palians was being h :ld in San Frsncisco, 
and the divergent and discordant ele- 
ments in faith and morals that sway it 
served to bring iut > still more brilliaut 
light this mulitude >f the Catholic clergy 
and people united In one common faith, 
moved by qne sf irit of divine love, 
prostrate before Hi n whom they believe 
without doubting, Itfid who has said 



"This is my body -this is my bloo<l." 
The direction of tbe Triests' Kucharislic 
League passea on now into the direction 
of the Fathers of the Blessed Sscrtment, 
who were only In the year previous to 
this established iu New York, and who 
were founded by Pere Bymsrd, bis 
purpose being to glorify the Blessed 
Eucharist t>y means of perpetual ex- 
position, and to promote the constant 
worship and increase the absolutely 
Mary-like ailoratiou of our DivHne Lord 
in his sacrament of sacraments, l-'roni 
this step we can easily l)elieve, will re- 
sult tbe complete formation of the Peo- 
ple's Eucbaristic League in our country, 
when at the blazing fire of Christ's heart 
on the altar our hearts will became en- 
kindled, and through daily exposition 
with result at length the fulfillment of 
His promise: "/f I be lifted up, \ will 
draw all things to myself."

they may present a firm and un '.ivided 
front in defense of all public questions 
that relate to Catholic issues, may join 
in the dissemination of Catholic truth as 
opposed to falsehood and misrepresenta- 
tion in the daily press and in our depart- 
ments of State government and in educa- 
tional intereste, and may stand shoulder 
tl shoulder in a great cmsada of truth 
and virtue which shall bring on the 
coming of the time when not only 
America but all the world shall belong to 
Chriat the King. 

The result remains to lie seen, luil it is 
a step toward concerted cITort, and cer- 
tainly it can be accomplished without 
re<l tape rules or loss of personal freedom 
and personal breadth of enterprise. It 
makea lor union of purpose among breth- 
ren, for the loss of selfishness, for the 
lofty spirit of chivalrous endeavor. What 
matter whether I do this work or that, so 
long as my brother does it and it is done, 
for GckI.^ Wide embracing is the scope of 
this new movement, for our new terri- 
tories are to be include<l. In fai t, a rep- 
resentative was expected from I'orto 
Rico, the first representative in a Catho- 
lic public assemblage here of the millions 
of Baptized Catholics whom the fortunes 
of war brought under tbe United States 
flag so short a time ago. Surely there is 
a great work for the Catholic laymen 
uov/, as well ss for the Catholic priest, 
and to correspond to this we must have 
on our part a strong and united deter- 
mination to consecrate all we have -yes, 
and to be willing to lay down life itself 
if need be— in this crusade of the twen- 
tieth century. 

A spirit of manly and unshakable in- 
tegrity in politics and iu business ought 
to rule our Catholic citizens, a spirit 
above bribery and unmoved by ridicule 
or scorn, one that is founded on tbe eter- 
OCiples of truth aud justice. In 
femes there should be purity and 
eiue, obedience anil honesty in our 
scUOOls the faith of Christ taught fear- 
lessly, aud first and above all things; in 
our churches supreme adoration of Him 
who saved us; with our fellow-citizeus, 
kindliness and Charity; with each other 
unity, and in our hearts the over-ruling, 
loving devotion to God, above all things 
created. So Shall this twentieth century, 
which has seei^ already such raarke<l 
blessing of God upon our loyal consecra- 
tion of it to His service, be indeed a cen- 
tury that belongs to Jesus Christ. On 
this Christmas, then, let us in far-reach- 
ing hope lay all its coming years, to- 
gether with these three great Catholic 
movements of world-embracing charity, 
of Eucbaristic adoration, and of Catholic 
unity, at the feet of the Babe of Bethle- 
hem who is the king of kings.
